It would not have been prudent to 
have undertaken any grand enterprife, we having very recently 
engaged a fleet of 22 men of war, and made an attempt on co- 
lonies defended by 8000 regular troops. It was, therefore, 
prudent to endeavour to carry fome point by a.coup.dg.maine 
The ifland of Tobago being only gartifoned bya few troops, 
feemed to promife a greater certainty of fuccefs than any other 
Englith colony. In order to divert the attention of the enc- 
my, and prevent them from throwing any fuccours into the 

lace, two fhips, two frigates, and one floop, carried Walfh’s 
attalion to Gt Vincent’s, to join fome other Sgashmsate mbich 
had been fent thither, under the pretence of changing the,gar- 
rifon.. A body of about 1200 men, under the command .of 
Monf. de Blanchelande, were appointed to attack the ifland. of 
Tobago, whilft»we were to make a defcent on St Lucia, where 
it feemed probable to furprife the 46th regiment of Britith fta- 
tioned off Gros Iflet. - On the toth of May we Jandéd 1500 
men, and had on board the fleet an equal number of troops, 
to fuccour thefe on fliore, in cafe df heed. , Whilft we were 
crofling the Chantel of St Lucia, the. 46th regiment had a- 
bandoned Gros Iflet, only leaving one poft, which was,taken. 
We then advanced to the heights, in the neighbourhood of 
Morne Fortune, to reconnoitre the enemy. That. place was 
defended by 2000 regulars, and feven or eight companics ef 
marines. After keeping the field during three days, we re- 
embarked the troops on the’r2th, at night, carrying off qvith ag 
120 prifoners, and a datye quantity of arms and ammunitiony 
without the lofs ofa man. Our fleet, which left Fort Royal 
the Sth of May, and returned the 12th, [et fail again onthe, 
25th, with a defign to look out forszhe enemy, and to, remoye 
all obftacles which might prevent the capture of Tobagos 
There were on board 3000 regular troops... The ficet. got to 
windward, and on the goth came in fight of Tobago, wheh 
intelligence was received, that a ‘part of the Englifh fleet, con 
fifting of eight fhips of the line, and four frigates, which was 
conveying relief to the ifland, and‘ that one of the tranfports 
had already anchored, aid: landed fifty men.
